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KOOTENAY 


The configuration of East Kootenay is 
hot unlike the shape of a «log’s hind leg. 
The flank—the widest part—rests upon 


» the International boundary line. The 


knuckle the narrowest part—ie at the 


crook or hough commences where the 
Kicking Horee enters: the Columbia and 
ends wear the Bull, river—where the 
flank commences. Ite widest part on 
‘the International boundary line being 
between 80 and 90 miles. 

Running north and south for nearly 
three hundred miles, flanked on the 
wast and west by the towering ranges 
of the Rockies and the Selkirke, is the 
wide and beautiful valley through which 
flows the Columbia river to the north, 
and the Kootenay river to the south, to 
join waters again in West Kootenay. 
The vulley ie ten to thirty miles wide, 
and gently riees to the fuut-hills along 
the main ranges, which are uofien bold 
wnd craggy and rive iv tuity penke. 

This iv partly correct and holds maialy 
true traversing the valley southward 
until St. Marys river ie reached in Fort 
Steele mining divwien, whe the moun- 
tains with their fouthills recede, and a 
wide fan-lke couatry opens oat and 
Stretches suuthward beautifully wooded, 
containing stretches of praisie land, un- 
dulating snd rising higher in some parts 
bu us to furin even ridges of nountaines.

ward across the Interoational boundary 
line and joins the Kootenay river in 
ldabo on ite return course north.

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Slipping Backward. 

Our modern life isa wonderland, but most of us who move 
in it only scantly appreciate it as such. Its raystery is 
ever before us, an the soul's ceaseless task is the solving 
of it, leading the way into terrifing abysses of thought or 
rising to heights of rare elation. The material things are 
closer at hand; they surround and press in upon us and so 
become more necessary in the nere process of living. 

A man buys his shoes and clothing and accepts them as 
matters of fact, as though they had always existed, seldom 
dreaming how many hands turned to the making of them 
for him; how many complex activities have been brought 
into play to produce ordinary things. 

We work and contribute our part to the great economic 
scheme, and while we benefit others, there is a vast army 
that works for our comfort and well being. The primitive 
man fed and clothed himself with his own hands, and 
builded his own habitation. Now none of these things are 
imperative to us, for human effort is so specialized, and the 
care of man is so perfected, that other hands not only 
house, cloth and feed him; but there are wise men to look 
to the care of his entire body and holy men to look to the 
welfare of that which is in the body, but is neither of flesh 
nor blood, but of the substance that uplifts and sanctifies 
prayer. 

There are hands to care for the hair, to shave the face, 
to train the eyebrows, to care for the delicate mechanism 
the eye, to treat the nose, the mouth, the teeth, and the 
ears, to care for the hands, the feet, and the entire interior 
apparatus which makes the man the must wonderful of 
machines. There is even some one to look after th brain, 
and so well is this world of mystery known in its physical 
aspects, that it is charted and mapped with geographic 
exactness. 

If suddenly deprived of all of these helps a modern man 
would find himself in a dire situation. Not being able to 
master all the processes necessary to the making of cloth, 
from the growing of cotton or the shearing of wool to the 
weaving, he would instinctively cover his nakedness with 
the skin of some other animal, just as his ancestors did in 
the long years agone. Thus he would suddenly be thrust 
back hundreds of years in the scale of life. 

That all these varied things which make for creature 
comforts and refine life might be swept away in a breath 
is a conception which is fruitful only in the field of 
speculation, which it opensup. Apparently we are held 
secure against such a lapse by thousands of invisible bonds 
and by the mechanical marvels of the age. And yet there 
has just been furnished an example of what might happen 
when by a sudden freak of event sone is cut off from that 
form of society which does so much for the individual 
and en.js by annihilating him; also by what slight things 
we are held in our places during a particular period and 
how easily it befalls that we go lapsing backward. 

A modern steamship, furnished with latest product of 
the genius of the time, broke part of her machinery, a bit 
of steel the very name of which has no significance to the 
average man. It had held thei: safe on their way, and in 
a practical and prosaic century, yet when it gave away, 


the ship, crew, and passengers drifted back into another|: 


century, into an old-fashioned sea romance. 

Hunger knawed them and they panted for fresh water. 
They diifted as hopelessly as a disabled caravel on an 
unknown sea. Fish, even sharks, were caught for food, 
and finally the crew, among them Ni of fierce 
Asiatic pirates, rose in mutiny. Nearly three weeks of this 
experience, cut off from the world, and finally help came. 

Out of a bit of the strenuous, primitive past they were 
towed back into the matter of realities of today. 

The men who will replace that piece of fractured steel 
will probably never realize how its injury worked a marvel 
in turning time backward. Every object takes on value or 
loses it according to the angle at which we regard it. 
There is always the interesting angle to even the smallest 
things that re'ate to life and the living of it by man, not 


excepting the eccentric stud of a ship's engine.-—The Van-

Why Cut Apples Tarn Color, 

The rapid change of color in cut ap- 
ples is due to chemical action on the 
exposed surface of the apple after the 
free afimission of oxygen and not, as 
Was once supposed, to the firesence of 
micro-organisnis, for if apple pulp te 
sterilized and Altered the same thing 
happens. The juice of an apple not 
only contains water, sugar and various 
acids, but a starch which ferments 
when exposed to the air. 

Lindet holds that the fermenting 
matter and the acids also are in dif- 
ferent cells in the uncut apple, but are 
brought into contact as soon as it is 
cut. This is, however, not to the point, 
as the fermenting matter can only at- 
tack the aromatic body in the presence 
of oxygen. So long as the skin of the 
apple is whole no change can take 
place, but immediately this is wound: 
ed the oxygen begins its work, carbon 
Gioxide is evolved, and tbe reddish 
brown appearance sets in, especially
